Barely a 
moment had elapsed before McGrath again ler- 
ed his revolver and pointed it at Officer Flem- 
ming. The three of us shot almost at the 
same instant, and it sounded as if only one shot 
had been fired. When the smoke cleared away I 
saw McGrath lying on the ground motionless. 
Officer Flemming was also on the ground, but he 
managed to regain his feet after a short time. He 
told me that he was shot in the leg, and I took 
him, after calling the patrol wagon, to a drug 
store at the corner, where a doctor dressed the 
wound. I then went back to where McGrath was 
lying, and I saw that he was dead. No, I cannot 
say which of the bullets killed him, as we both 
shot at the same time. I think the bullet 
that I fired enteréd under his right armpit, while 


. the shot fired from Officer Flemming’s revolver 


went through his heart. We knew before we left 
the station that we had to contend with a des- 
perate man in case we met McGrath. I never 
met the man before, and I did not know him 
when I saw him standing at the corner. Officer 
Flemming had seen him on different occasions, 
but when we saw him standing there he was not 
positive as to whether it was the man he waated. 


The entire shooting did not take over three min- | 


utes. 
McGrath's Record. 


James McGrath was the last of the gang, 
most of whom are now either dead or serving 
long terms in the penitentiary. Barney Hunt 
and Bull.Collopy were the first of the gang to 
be caught. They were arrested on a charge 
of killing a saloonkeeper named Edward Rice 
and were each sentenced to the penitentiary 


for twenty years. The next of the gang to go to 


the penitentiary was Charles McGuire, who is 
now serving a ten-year sentence on a charge 
of robbery. Three years ago Jack McGrath 
with John Mortell was arrested on the charge 
of killing Officer Adam Frier and were each 
sentenced to life imprisonment, but before 
they had served one year a new trial was 
granted and the jury acquitted them. 


Capt. Blettner gives McGrath’s record as 


follows: 
McGrath was a strong-built man 29 years old 


and always lived with his parents at Henry and 


Jefferson streets. Two years ago he shot Officer 
Patrick Doyle of this station in the leg. Officer 
Doyle arrested him on acharge of robbery. For 
this crime he was bound ‘over to the grand jury 
and indicted, but his case was continued 
until all witnesses to the robbery cliarge had 
either left town or had been tampered 
with by members of the gang, which resulted in 
his escaping punishment. Beeham was also a 
hard character. He traveled around with the 
McGrath and Mortell gang and was considered 
dangerous at all times. He was arrested last 
July by officers from this station for stealing 
brass from railroad: coaches on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. He was held 
to the Criminal Court and indicted by the grand 
jury, but when his case was called for trial the 
jury found him not guilty and he was let go. 


LONG SENTENCE FOR A TRAIN ROBBER. 


Marion Hedgepeth, at St. Charles, Mo., 
Given Twenty-five Years in Prison. 

Sr. Cuartzs, Mo., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Marion Hedgepeth for complicity 
in the Glendale train robbery was begun this 
morning and at 9 o’clock tonight the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, affixing his punish- 
ment at twenty-five years in the penitentiary. 
The case has been called a dozen times, 
but on one : pretext or another Mar- 
shall McDonald, Hedgepeth's attorney, has 


always secured continuances. The last ruse 


was the request for a special Judge and Judge 
Green was selected. The court was convened 
at 9 o’clock and the case was called. Heage- 
peth was there with his wife, but had no at- 


torney to represent him. He asked the court 


to give him time to procure counsel and get 
his witnesses here. Judge Green told him 
that ample time had been allowed and that 
the court was not for the convenience of Mr. 
McDonald alone, A recess was taken, how- 
ever, until after 10 o'clock to await 
the late train which might bring 
Marshall McDonald. But Mr. MeDonald 
did not come and Judge Green then told the 
Sheriff to call jurymen, which was done, and 
the case fairly started. Hedgepeth was in- 
formed of his privilege to challenge jurors 
and question witnesses, but refused to take 
any part in the trial until after the State’s 
witnesses were all examined. Detective Fur- 
long testified that Hedgepeth had told him he 
would plead guilty if given a sentence of ten 
years. Hedgepeth created a sensation by de- 
nouncing Furlong as a liar and scoundrel. He 
then - denounced the. whole trial as 
a farce. When he got through talk- 
ing Judge Green adjourned court until 
7 o’clock this evening, when the case was 
given to the jury and the verdict and sentence 
arrived at. The robbery occurred Nov. 1, 
1891, and was a bold one, the gang climbing 
‘over the coal car into the cab and driving the 
engineer and fireman out; the express car 
door was forced open, the safe blown open 
with dynamite, and $60,000 in money and 
jewelry secured. The bandits were traced to 
St. Louis, thence to San Francisco, where 
Hedgepeth and his wife were arrested. Adel- 
bert Slye, one of the gang is now serving a 
twenty-five years’ sentence, another, Jim 
Francis, was killed in Fort Scott, Kas., and 
the fourth, Dink Wilson, is still at large. 


GLAD OVER TARIFF RECOMMENDATIONS. 


‘Canadians See Good Things Ahead if Cer- 
tain Articles Are Made Free. 

Toronto; Ont., Sept. 28.~-[Special.J—A 
Washington special says that the Ways and 
Means committee will recommend Congress 
to place these articles on the free list: 

Wool. binding twine, cotton bagging. and ties, 
lead, tin, iron ore, coal; timber, hewn, sawed, and 
un manufactured; salt, hemp, needles, copper ore, 
vegetables, meats, game, poultry, eggs, beans, 
and seeds. 

This is welcome news for Canadians 
through the fact that numbers of articles to 
be put on the free list are those in which the 
United States was formerly a large customer 
of Canada. Should all the articles named be 
admitted free into the United States Canadian 
producers will be greatly benefited by the 
change. There ig scarcely an article named 
which Canada cannot produce in unlimited 
quantities. There # scarcely one of them 
which Canada did not export largely to the 
States before the McKinley bill came 
into force. The removal of the duty 
on coal will benefit the mines of Nova 
Scotia and Cape Breton, which will send their 
product into the New England States. On- 
turio farmers will benefit by the abolition of 
the duty on eggs. The removal of the duty 
on iron and copper ore will stimulate opera- 
tion of the north shore mines and produce a 
boom in place of the quiet that now prevails. 


Iron ore will soon become an important ex- 


port now that the American market is to be 
opened for it. This action will certainly es- 
tablish closer trade relations between Canada 
and the United States and it is of the greatest 
importance to the trade interests. 

Lumber dealers say the removal of the lum- 
ber export duty included isa most desirable 
change and will serve as a stimulus to the 
trade and will greatly increase the export 
of lumber. To the border towns ia Ontario 
the abolition of the duty on poultry, vegeta- 
bles, game, and seed will come as a great

The universal opinion 
‘of business-men here who are in any wise in- 
terested is that both parties will be benefited 
by this policy to an even greater degree than 
both have been injured by commercial war.

PUTS A CHECK ON WAR. 


YOUNG MR. HARRISON BRINGS LOOAL 


STATESMEN INTO LINE. 


Col. Harry Donovan and Boss Asay Are 
Mild as Doves to Senator Mahoney, Who 
Ventures Some Unpleasant Opinions 
Touching Harrisonian Methods=—Execu- 
tive Committee of Democratic Com- 
mittee in Meeting = Probability of a 
Strife for Chairmanship. 


Chicago's Mayor, reposing peacefully hard 


by the Pluto spring at French Lake, Ind., 
evidently came to the conclusion that some 
of his ‘appointees, notably Col. Henry F. 
Donovan, Black Hat McCarthy, Mr. Cros- 
sette, Superintendent of the Water Office, and 
Bob“ Burke, in the interest of harmony, 
had better be called from the warpath. These 
lads at the meeting of the Democratic Cen- 
tral committee held last week put on their 
paint and feathers and declared, come what 
may, they would run over anybody and evéry- 
body who dared for an instant to thwart their 
wishes, Col. Donovan was for war and his 
voice could be heard for many blocks around 
the room where the meeting was held. 

The delicate task of bringing these modern 
Warwicks into line was by the Mayor given to 
one of his sons, William Preston Harrison by 
name, and yesterday morning all the would- 
be fighters were herded up at the City Hall, 
where William Preston Harrison told them 
the wishes of the Mayor. They were called 
off and ordered to make concessions to some 
of the more troublesome men who protested 
against the unusual means employed to give 
the Harrison folks control of the convention 
of next week and as a logical sequence a ma- 
jority of the new Central committee to be ap- 
pointed. Col. Donovan came from his perch 
with ill-disguised disgust, but, with the wis- 
dom of aman long in appointive office, he 
said he would follow the advice of Mayor 
Harrison. Subsequently some of the party 
met at luncheon, and the prelimimaries of the 
cartel were agreed on. 

The Executive committee met at 3 o’clock 
in the room at Clark and Monroe streets so 
many years devoted to games of chance. A 
big-crowd was in attendance, and the proceed- 
ings reminded one of a hot county conven- 
tion with the. Committee on Credentials in 


session. Prominent among the gentlemen . 


present was William Skakel, known to fame 
and fortune as the High Road to Wealth.“ 
With William Skakel were Solomon Van 
Praag and a choice party of congenial spirits. 
William Skakel is a Democrat bred and born 
and at all times and places has been the 
stanch friend of Carter Henry Harrison. 


Cold Comfort for Skakel. 
Everybody supposed that William Skakel 
would have something to say as to the selec- 
tion of judges in the First Ward, but the 
whirligig of time makes mdny changes, and 
one of the Leindecker boys—who. fought 


Carter through the late campaign for the 


Mayoralty—was given the privilege of naming 
the judges and bossing the police force on the 
day set apart for the primary election. To 
this William Skakel demurred and said he 
would have a judge or he would tight. He 
emphasized his remarks by a contribution of 
$500 in current, money toward the defray- 
ment of expenses incident to the primaries, 

Senator John F. O’Malley was there, too, 
and with him Billy Lyman. They had a 
grievance owing to the total disregard to their 
claims on the Democracy of the Twenty- 
third Ward. Henry P. Carmody, who has 
lately transferred his affections from the Gov- 
ernor of. the State to the Mayor of Chicago, 
sat on a hard bench side by side with William 
Fitzgerald.

His 
name now appears on the pay-rolls of the 
City of Chicage.

SEEKS PAY FOR TWENTY YEARS’ WORK. 


Promised Half of an Estate He Managed, 
and Forced to Bring Suit. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—A 
jury in the Probate Court today begun to hear 
the testimony in the suit brought by John R. 
Richards against the estate of Stephen Ridge- 
ley, who died May 26, 1892, leaving property 
valued at $200,000. Richards claims that 
from February, 1872, to June 1, 1892, he 
mrcnaged the property, receiving no recom- 
pense, it being agreed between them that 
Ridgeley was to bequeath him one-half of the 
estate.

- BILL POSTERS AT WAR 


SHARP SKIRMISH IN THE CAMPAIGN 
FOR SPACE FOR LITHOGRAPHS. 


Monopoly of Down-Town Theaters Disre- 
garded by the Agents of World’s Fair 
Variety Shows—Crane Replaced by 
Coryphees Causes the Latest Outbreak 

Small Army Employed to Care for 
the Rights of the Down-Town Men=Six 
of Them Live Day and Night in a Tent. 


Down at Cottage Grove avenue and Forty- 
eighth street at 6 o’clock yesterday morning a 
sleeves started to paste 
litograph of the queen of the 
ballet over the handsome face of “Senator 
Billy” Crane. Just as he was finishing the 
job four men crept out of a tent standing be- 
hind the tall bill board. They sprang sudden- 
ly upon the tall man, poured liquied paste 
over him, and rolled him in the dust until he 
looked like a cross section of a street dump. 
He shouted. Four comrades ran tg the res- 
cue. Paste brushes and stones flew and four 
young men with black eyes were driven back 
to their tent, 

The tall man was a bill poster for a World’s 
Fair variety theater. The four who were at 
first victorious and then defeated are em- 
ployés ofa syndicate of down-town theaters 
which has monopolized all the available 
space for bill boards on the South Side. They 
were Frank McCormick, James Bush, Charles 
Cunningham, and James West: The battle of 
yesterday morning was only a skirmish in a 
campaign which has been relentlessly waged 
for three months and which has cost already 
one life and several thousand dollars’ worth 
of property. . 

It was six weeks ago that Henry Walsh and 
Harry St. Clair, employés of, the two big 
rival bill posting companies, got into a quar- 
rel in the alley off Washington street, between 
Franklin street and Fifth avenue, Walsh 
was stabbed to death, and, although the Coro-

ner’s jury acquitted St. Clair, the tragedy has 


greatly embittered the feeling which already 
existed. 

The fight grows out of the struggle 
among the theaters of the city to secure 
World’s Fair business. Early in the game the 
big down-town houses found that their ex- 
pensive paper was quickly covered by gaudy 
posters of variety companies showing near 
the World’s Fair grounds. The Chicago 
Opera-House, Sam T. Jack, McVicker’s, and 
the Grand formed a combination to protect 
themselves. They sent out agents and rented 
all the available space along the South Side 
street railways as far south as Sixtieth street. 
They put up bill boards and covered them with 
paper. 

Again and again it was ſound that no sooner 
had one of the down-town houses displayed its 
paper than it was covered up by the watchful 
bill-posters of the far south variety balls. 
For the last month fights between the rival 
posters have happened daily. Eyes have been 
gouged out, noses broken, and the County 
Hospital supplied with a number of patients. 

In preparation for the coming of W. H. 
Crane to McVicker’s 500 three-sheet posters 
were put out on the South Side. Two hours 
later they were covered with the likenesses of 
young women in green and red tights. Each 
of the Crane lithographs costs 30 cents, and 
the loss was $150. The coryphees were 
covered ‘up again with new pictures of Mr. 
Crane. Before night they were turned again 
toward ‘the wall. That meant a total dead 
loss of $300 on the day. 

_ Thedown-town people became desperate. 
They discovered that their men were con- 
stantly watched und that as soon as their 
backs were turned their work was destroyed. 
Asa heroic remedy each of the four theaters 


into squads, which are kept constantly patrol- 
ling the streets along which bill boards ure lo- 
cated. Since then a number of culprits have 
been caught and affrays in which Knives and 
revolvers have been used have not been infre- 
quent. 

As a last resort the management of McVick- 
er’s had put up a tent behind their bill boards 
on Cottage Grove avenue and, Forty-eighth 
street. In it six men live day sud night. At 
intervals of two hours they are required to pa 
trol the entire length of Cottage Grove ave 
nue south of Thirty-ninth street with ready 
paste brush and a supply of posters. Frank 
Haight is in charge of this gang and the five 
men with ‘him are all bold and determined 
men. Matters have come to such a state that 
the theatrical managers fear serious trouble 
when the rival bill posters meet. 


CRANK AFTER THE PRESIDENT’S CHAIR. 


Ejected from the White House by a Fo- 
liceman After a Scuffie, 


Wasutneron, D. C., Sept. 28.—[ Special.]

randum, as he bought and paid for cash. This 
seemed to me a remarkable state of affairs 
fora man in a business claiming to have 
$20,000 invested but who only kept simply a 
pocket memorandum. The examination was 
rigid, and after three hours I finally explained 
to him what evidence I had already in m 
possession as to bis connection ‘wit 
the store and broke down and 
requested the inspector and myself, 
with the stenographer, to leave him 
alone for ten minutes’ consultation with his 
wife; and I might say right here that this ex- 
amination took place in the parlors of one of 
the leading hotels in Elgin, Mr. Jirsa’s wife 
being present during the entire examination.

Stenographer Behind the Door, 


As he had shown some fear of the stenog- 
rapher while she was present—not her herself 
but the fact that she was taking the words ver- 
batim from his mouth—I placed her behind 
one of the folding doors, practicing probably 
some deceit upon Mr. Jirsa, as I was positive 
he would not confess before her or any person 
who was taking note of his confession. For 
doing this I have been branded by Mr, Jirsa and 
his coconspirators as a terribly wicked man. 
An arrangement was made with Mr. Jirsa 
and his wife, whereby he was to turn over 
to us a copy of the agreement signed by him- 
self, F. W. Smith, and another prominent 
business-man of this city, with the policies of 
insurance amounting to some $16,000, the 
bogus bills of saje, the cash book being 
the only book be kept in the  busi- 
ness, and other memoranda showing 
the exact connection which he had with the 
business and the exact amount due from F. W. 
Smith to the third gentleman. All of 
papers I received. Mr, Jirsa explained fo us 
that this would leave him penniless; that he 
would lose his position and would be virtually 
without a home. Inspector Conway interceded 
with me from sympathy only to make some 
provision for Mrs. Jirsa and 1 finally agreed 
that I would have paid to her $2,000. 
It was expressly understood by all present 
that by so domg I acknowledged the liability 
of any of the companies under the policies 
but, on the contrary, distinctly denied liabil- 
ity. During all this confession Mr. Jirsa re- 
peatedly begged us to keep secret the fact 
that he had explained to us the conspiracy, 
claiming that Smith, who had been connect- 
ed with the Cronin matters, would certainly 
kill him.

Torzpo, O., Sept. 28.—Lawrence T. Neal, 
the Democratic candidate for Governor of 
Ohio, opened the campaign in this part of 
Ohio. with a largely attended meeting here 
last evening.

CLEVELAND IS FOR HONEST MONEY. 

The letter addressed by President Cleveland 
to Gov. Northen df Georgia on the financial 
question has in it the genuine ring of honesty, 
honor, and sound statesmanship on the cur- 
rency question. The President states un- 
equivocally that “he wants the currency to 
be stable and safe, and that be will not 
knowingly be implicated in a condition that 
will make him answerable to any laborer or 
farmer in the United States for a shrinkage 
in the purchasing power of the dollar he has 


' peceived for a full dollar’s worth of work or 


fora dollar's worth of the product of his 
toil.” He wants all kinds of dollars to be 
of equal purchasing power at home, and the 
currency to be of such a character as will 
demonstrate abroad our wisdom and good 
faith, thus placing us upon a firm foundation 
and credit among the nations of the earth.“ 
He also “wants our financial conditions 
and the laws relating to our currency safe 
and reassuring, so that those who have money 
will spend and invest it in business and new 
enterprises instead of hoarding it.“ He 
„ wants good, sound, and stable money, and 
a condition of confidence that will keep it in 
use.” And in reference to the recent panic 
he says truly: Nou cannot cure fright by 
„calling it foolish and wnoreasonable, and you 
„cannot prevent the frightenéd man from 


‘hoarding his money.“

position the President declares that he is a 
friend of silver. But he believes its proper 
place in our currency can only be fixed by a

This expression of opinion is not only from 
great authority, but is so tersely argumenta- 
tive, so strongly logical that it ought to be the 
means of breaking up the present disgraceful, 
imbecile, self-imposed’ deadlock in the Senate 
whereby the minority is allowed to nullify the 
will of the majority.’ It should make the free 
silver obstructionists so thoroughly ashamed 
of themselves that they will hide their dimin- 
ished heads and no longer stand in the way of 
a reform which is needed by the best interests 
of the country and imperatively asked for by 
the representatives of at least four-fifths of 
the people who are most directly interested in 
the passage of the measure. Hardly could 
the case have been stated more comprehen- 
sively and plainly in the same number of 
words as are employed by President Cleve- 
land, and the letter stands out in forcible con- 
trast to the multitudinous verbosity of the free 
silver Senators, who have talked on the sub- 
ject not in the hope or expectation of con- 
vineing anybody, but for the purpose of kill- 
ing time and putting off a vote till other mat- 
ters can be brought forward to crowd the re- 
pqal question into the background. The ob- 
struction minority have had their own way 
far too long already. They should now be

CLOSE OF THE RELIGIOUS PARLIAMENT. 

„The great Religious Parliament has come 
to a close after a seventeen days’ session. It 
opened with the singing.of the doxology by 
the representatives of all creeds and the recit- 
ing of the Lord's Prayer by them, led by a 
It 
closed with the triumphant singing of the sub- 
lime hallelujah chorus from The Messiah, 
and now the delegates from all lands who 
have met in fraternal intercourse will depart 
for their various countries to resume their re- 
ligious labors. \During these seventeen days 
there has been an average attendance at each 
session of about \3,500 persons—in reality 
the attendance has been only limited by the 


sitting aud standing capacity of the audience 


rooms. During this time, in addition to short 
addresses, about 125 papers have read, 
containing exhaustive statements of vari- 
ous religious faiths represented. 

The object which both Dr. Barrows and Mr. 
Bonney had in organizing this parliament 
was to get a statement of the dostrines of all 
the sects represented, freed from diseussion 
or criticism. In securing this object they 
have been remarkably successful. The con- 
tributions to religious literature have been of 
the utmost value, so far as the definition of 
dogmas and statements of belief are con- 
cerned, because they have been made by ex- 
perts. If they should be published in one vol- 
ume, as they ought to be, it would prove the 
most trustworthy, accurate, and universally 
profitable account of the world’s great re- 
ligions ever printed. In such a bools, next to 
Christianity, Buddhism and Brahmanism 


would occupy the most conspicuous place. 


The statements of their representatives have 
thrown a flood of light upon these religions.

Though it is unlikely, as has been said, 
that any of the delegates came here with any 
well-defined idea of what the outcome of the 
parliament would be, yet it is possible to ar- 
rive at some conclusions of a general nature. 
It is certain that there is little hope for a uni- 
versal church, though it has been found that 
at the bottom of all religions there are the 
ideas of the brotherhood of man and the 
fatherhood ‘of God. It is likely that creeds 
will continue to differ according to climatic, 
social, and national environments, as habits 
and customs differ, and that religious work will 
continue in the old grooves, but with more of 
facility and success because of extended ac- 
quaintance, a larger degree of toleration, and 
the probable absence of antagonisms growing 
out of ignorance and prejudice. Thus the 
various religions will be all the more quali- 
fied to present a united front against irre- 
ligion. 

For this there is every reason to be grate- 
ful, and Brothers Barrows and Bonney may 
feel satisfied as they contemplate the success 


of their work, in which so few had any belief 


at first. It is doubtful whether such a parlia- 
ment could have been held in any other coun- 
try than America, or in any other city of that 
country than Chicago. Among all the nota- 
hle spectacles of the World’s Fair period it 
holds a conspicuous place as the only gather- 
ing of the kind in the world’s history. 


CANADA’S IDEA OF RECIPROCITY. 

The government campaign in Canada was 
opened a few daysago and Sir John Thomp- 
son was the leading speaker. in the course of 
his address he said: 

The issue was free trade or protection. Unre- 
stricted reciprocity was utterly impracticable as 
far as Canada was concerned, he said. It would 
subject Canada’s industries to the competition of 
the United States and undo what Canada had 
been endeavoring to build up for fifteen years. 
The speaker announced that an intimation had 
been gonveyed to Washington that if the party in 
power there desired to promote freer trade Cana- 


A reciprocity treaty was, however, he said, not 
popular with the Democratic party. 


This is the same tiresome old story that is 
heard from the Canada Tories year after 
year, They want “freer trade for Canada 
if the administration at Washington is agreea- 
ble. To secure this they would have the 
Americans remove or lower the dutieg on Ca- 
nadian products, which would give them a 
larger and better market for their surplus 


stuff; but they refuse to remove their high 


duties on American manufactures. They 
propose merely to swap wheat, barley, oats, 
eggs, chickens, mutton, veal, and horses 
with us. But we are not swapping agricult- 
ural products, having enough of our own and 
to spare. ‘They don’t want our agricultural 
products, having plenty of their own, and yet 
that is all they offer. in the way of “ freer 
trade’’! They do not offer the United States 
any freer trade in manufactures, because they 
say that would subject their factories to com- 
petition. And yet Canadian manufacturers 
have always had cheaper labor and raw mate- 
rials than we. Canada employers never have 
paid American wages to workingmen. What, 
then, are they afraid of? Canada claims to 
have plenty of money, greater natural re- 
sources than this country, more square miles, 
and cheaper labor. Why, then, does it pro- 
pose to open its markets only to our agricult- 
ural, which it doesn’t need or want, and not to 
our manufactured products? It shows that 
Canadians have no conception of what is 
fair trade or reciprocity. It will be farcical] 
for them to make any such proposition at 
Washington. This country had this Cana- 
dian jug-handled kind of reciprocity from 
1854 to 1866, and was glad to get rid of it. 
If Canada has nothing better or more recip- 
rocal than swapping agricultural products it 
will be of no use to be “conveying intima- 
tions to Washington” to renew the lop-sided 
treaty of 1854.66. Mr. Cleveland and Mr. 
Carlisle are no more likely to make another 
fool’s bargain than were Mr. Harrison and Mr. 
Blaine, | 
THE FEDERAL ELECTION LAWS AND THE 
DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM, 

In the debate upon the repeal of the Feder- 
al election laws Mr. Daniels of New York as- 
serted that these laws had been signed by 
President Grant and had met with the ap- 
proval of the people from that time until the 
assembling of the convention in 1892 which 
nominated Mr, Cleveland for the Presidency 
Mr. Daniels, though a Republican, should 
have been more familiar with the Democratic 
platform, since his remarks were misleading 
to Democratic members, who are not over 
familiar with their own platform. It was the 


force bill and not the .Federal election laws 


which that platform condemned. It says: 

We warn the people of our common country, 
jealous for the preservation of their free institu- 
tions, that the policy of Federal control of elec- 
tions, to which the Republican party lias com- 
mitted itself, is fraught with the gravest dangers, 
scarcely less momentous than would result from 
a revolution practically establishing a monarchy 
on the ruins of the republic. It strikes at the 
North as well as at the South and injures the 
colored citizen even more than the white. It 
means a horde of Deputy Marshals at every poll- 
ing place, armed with Federal power, returning 
beards appointed and controlled by Federal au- 
thority, the outrage of the electoral rights of the 
people in the several States; the subjugation of 
the colored people to the control ofthe party in 
power and the revival of race antagonisms, now 
happily abated, of the utmost peril to the safety 
and happiness of all—a measure deliberately and 
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plank the same way should familiarize them- 


i selves with their own platform and not make 


the nselves ridiculous. 

Asa matter of fact the Democratic bun 
form has not a sentence or word in condem- 
nation of the Federal laws fér the protection 
of the purity of Federal elections, and the re- 
peal bill introduced by the Democratic com- 
mittee of the House can find no mandate, 
warrant, or support in the Democratic na- 
“oual platform. 


REBELLION IN THE SENATE. 
The New York Bulletin says of the obstruc- 
tion policy pursued by the silver monometallic 
minority in the United States Senate: 


Whatever may be said about the dignity and 
independence of the Senate and its time-honored 
freedom of debate this attitude is nothing short 
ot unqualified rebellion. It is rebellion against 
Congress, which has a clear right to register its 
own conclusions and put them in due course for 
becoming law. It is a rebollion against the pub- 
lic will; which is the supreme tovereiguty of the 
country. It is a rebellion against the law of ma- 
jority, and therefore against the Constitution 
that establishes that law. It is a rebellion against 
all rational laws of debate, and therefore. a sub- 
version of the functions of the law-making power. 


This way of stating the case is plain, and 
the reverse of complimentary, but it is true. 
More than a two-thirds majority in the Lower 
House has deciared for repeal of the purchasing 
clause in the Sherman law and stopping the 
inflation of uncovered certificates, and it is 
evident there is a strong majority in the Sen- 
ate which would have voted for the repeal 
long ere this had they not been held back by 
absurd and pusillanimous rules which the Sen- 
ate refuses to amend. Senator Allison has 
shown conclusively that at no time since the 
introduction of the compulsory creation of 
silver dollars in this country at an intrinsic 
value far below parity with gold has that 
policy been approved by a majority of the 
people, It was distrusted from the beginning, 
and the result has justified the feeling of dis- 
trust with which the compulsory coinage of 
depreciated silver dollars in vast quantity was 
viewed by the people. So the attitude of the 
silver obstructionists is a flat-footed rebellion 
against the great majority of the people and 
of the men whom they have chosen to repre- 
sent them in Congress. Therefore itis a re- 
bellion against the Constitution which estab- 
lished the law of majority, and it is all the 
more unmistakably a rebellion as it is op- 
posed to the declarations made by both of the 
great political parties in their last national 
platforms. That the position of the silver 
monometallists amounts to a subversion of 
the law-making power cannot be denied by 
any reflecting observer of the situation. 

Thus these men who constitute the obstruc- 
tionist minority in the Senate are traitors to 
the country, and their re@bellion is an open 
one. They have passed the point up to which 
they might have pleaded for the right to put 
themselves on record, and by their leaders 
openly declare they will éxhaust their last 
powers of physical endurance in preventing 
the majority from expressing ita will by a for- 
mal vote. And the position is one of the 
highest menace to the principles of free gov- 
ernment as well as.to the financial prosperity 
of the country. The passive toleration of a 
revolt in the highest legislative body against 
the most sacred powers of government is a far 
more serious matter than the creation or the 
perpetuation of a financial crisis.“ When a 
minority of Senators conspire to defeat the 
legal action of Congress and the overwhelm. 
ingly expressed will of the country the threat 
and insult offered to popular sovereignty. 
should evoke a rebuke so prompt and emphatic 
that the conspirators would not dare to persist 
in it and none others would presume to follow 
the dastardly and rascally example these Sen- 
ators have set. It is nota cheering sign of 
the times thata majority in that body can 
have so long politely tolerated the infraction 
of the most sacred public right and the abuse 
of the most responsible public powers. 


HUMBUG IN THE SENATE. 

The proceedings in the Senate Wednesday 
were more entertaining than on preceding 
days but they were no less irritating. They 
were marked.by the same jaunty impudence 
on the part of the nullifying minority, and 
the same feebleness and senility on the part 
of the imbecile majority, which protested and 
pleaded but did not utter a word which 
could be taken as implying that it had the 
remotest intention of acting. 

Senator Gorman, * steerer,’’ said that 


The course of the opponents of the repeal bill 
has done more to belittle the Senate in the eyes 
of the people than anything that has ever before 
occurred in the body. I believe that the time 
will come, and that speedily, when some of the 
actors in those scenes will regret the parts they 
have played and will ne as best they may for 


having brought the Sehate from the position of 


a great deliberative body to that of a county 
convention or a city board of Aldermen, 3 


County conventions are tumultuous often, 
but they vote. City boards of Aldermen are 
not always parliamentary, but they vote. The 
Senate is a body which seems to consider vot- 
ing, when opposed by a factious minority, as. 
a disorderly and unparliamentary practice. 
But if the Senator from Maryland thinks the 
Senate is being ‘‘ belittled ’’ by this failure to 
come to à vote, why does not he insist on a 
closure resolution to put an end to the belit- 
tling practices of his colleagaes? He deplores 
the evil, Why not also apply the remedy? 

Senator Wolcott tauntingly reiterated a pre- 
vious proposition, saying: The offer was form- 
ally mad that if Senators in favor of the bill 
would embrace closure and the previous ques- 
tion they could have a vote on it.” And then 
he added: We know that the other side of the 
chamber is not in favor of closure or the 
previous question.“ This seems to be true. 
It must be, or Senator Gorman would have 
accepted|the offer. He cannot be heartily in 
favor of the passage of the repeal bill or he 
would accept the only method of. putting it 
through. 

Instead of taking Senator Wolcott at his 
| word Senator Gorman went off into mock 
heroics because the gentleman from Colo- 
rado had spoken of him as a steerer,”’ using 
one of those metaphorical, slang expressions 
” which are abhorrent to the bogus dignity of 
the imbeeile Senate.

RAILWAY CONCESSIONS IN PERU, 


Finance Committee of the Deputies Inves- 
tigates Alleged Breach of Contract. 
ISPECIAL CABLE.' 

Lm, Peru, Sept. 28.—[Copyrighted, 1893, 
by James Gordon Bennett.]~—The Finance 
committee of the House of Deputies has had 
a lengthy personal conference with Mr. 
Dawkins, representative of the Peruvian 
foreign corporation, in reference to the 
failure of the latter to carry out its 
contract, by which it obtained important rail- 
way and land concessions from the govern- 
ment. In June last the government imposed 
a fine of £5,000 on the corporation for non- 
compliance with the terms of the contract.

It was pro- 
posed either to relieve the corporation of its 
obligatic n to construct the Rumiallana Tun- 
nel, to cancel the foreign debt, or to extend 
wharves and railroads or to exem pt it from 
taxation.

Killed in a Synagogue Panic. 

WARSAW, Sept. 28.—A false alarm of fire was 
given today in the synagogue at Calwayrearean 
Sanwalki.

All started at once for the two exits, 
and, despite the shouts of the rabbi that there 
was no fire, fought to get out. Nine dead bodies 
were found near the exits and twenty persons lay 
unconscious and bleeding where they had been 
trampled. Fully 100 persons were injured in the 
rush. Fifteen are suffering from wounds likely 
to cause death.
